Shuttle will land, refit 
at Vandenberg, officials say

After blasting into space like a rocket, skirting the 
globe like a satellite and careening back to earth like 
an overweight glider, the Space Shuttle will land and 
refit at Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
These were the assurances today of spokesmen for 
both the Air Force and the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. (NASA). But while they were 
being made, Sen. William Proxmire (D-Wis.) was 
busy chairing a Senate aerospace subcommittee 
budget hearing and calling for “cheaper alternatives 
to the shuttle.” 
Between-flight refitting of the DC-9 sized shuttle 
orbiter at Vandenberg is on the Defense Department 
time table, the Office of Information of the Secretary 
of the Air Force confirmed yesterday In an earlier 
telephone interview from Washington, NASA shuttle 
chief Myron Malkin concurred that the returning 
rocket-planes will land at the coastal military 
complex to be refitted for relaunch. 
The statements further quelled suspicions that a 
NASA decision to ferry orbiters piggy-back aboard a 
modified Boeing 747 in flight tests might lead to a 
smaller role in the program for Vandenberg. It had 
been speculated that returning orbiters might land at 
flatter, sunnier Edwards Air Force Base in Kern 
County, be refitted there and then be ferried back to 
Vandenberg for relaunch. 
Shuttle landings at Vandenberg will require a 
special runway, possibly matching the 15,000 foot 
shuttle runway under construction at Cape Canaveral. 
NASA is slated to develop the program and run an 
eastern space port at the Cape. The Air Force will 
administer the western site. The first manned orbital 


flight is slated for Florida in mid-1979 Vandenberg’s 
first mission is scheduled for 1982 or 1983. Turn­ 
around refitting to get orbiter craft back on the 
launching pad in less than three weeks after landing 
will also require new Vandenberg construction. 
Last November a Pentagon spokesman affirmed 
that “ several hundred million dollars” will be spent 
on shuttle facility construction at Vandenberg late 
this decade, perhaps beginning in 1978. Details of base 
shuttle planning await the completion of a military 
shuttle study by the Air Force Systems Command in 
Los Angeles. 
Keeping 
the 
landing 
and 
refitting 
roles 
at 
Vandenberg will mean that a larger force of shuttle 
personnel will be stationed in this area than would be 
if these functions were taken over by Edwards. 
There are three main elements to the Space 
Shuttle; the delta-winged orbiter, two solid rocket 
boosters and a cylindrical liquid fuel tank The stub­ 
nosed orbiter, which sits aboard the liquid fuel tank 
and astride the solid rocket boosters, will be the only 
part to make it into space. The two solids will fall into 
the sea after burnout and be recovered. The liquid fuel 
tank will be jettisoned and fall elsewhere in the sea. 
The orbiter, carrying the crew and payload, will 
maneuver in orbit with a special rocket jet system 
and plummet back into the atmosphere at a steep 
glide, heating with reentry air friction like a returning 
space capsule. 
Still undetermined is what role, if any, Vandenberg 
will play in refurbishing the 12-foot diameter, 149-foot 
long spent solid rocket booster casings. They will be 
recovered at sea, Malkin said, and towed to a “port” 
at an undetermined location. The casings will actually 
be refilled for reuse by Thiokol Chemical Corp., their 


manufacturer, possibly at Thiokol’s plant in Brigham 
City, Utah, Malkin said. 
But Malkin and the Air Force left open the 
possibility that early refitting of the casings might 
take place at Vandenberg and that a port facility 
might be constructed on base to serve the recovery 
vessels. 
Funding remains the key to the development of the 
shuttle project. In its largest request to date, NASA 
has asked Congress for $1.5 billion for project 
development in 1975-76. Part of authorized funding 
amounts in 1973 and 1974 were delayed by Congress, 
causing a year’s delay in the first manned orbital 
flight and, NASA officials say, boosting the price of 
the overall program 
Present budget sessions in 
Washington are seen by some as a critical crossroads 
for the space venture, seen by NASA as the “keystone 
of the nation’s space program through the 1990s.” 
Chairing hearings of the Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Space and Science Activities, 
Proxmire has charged that the shuttle program “may 
be on the verge of a fi: ancial breakdown.” The 
Senator cited a General Accounting Office (GAO) 
warning of cost overruns. 
NASA spokesmen say the reusable shuttle will 
result in reduced space costs by replacing virtually all 
of the country’s one-shot launch vehicles, allowing 
retrieval and repair of satellites and doing away with 
the costly requirement that satellites be designed to 
fit on the tips of missiles. Studies by the GAO, the 
investigative arm of Congress, have backed the 
concept of the shuttle but pointed to uncertainties as 
to how much the project will finally cost. 
Some 145 Shuttle missions are scheduled to blast off 
from Vandenberg between 1980 and 1991. 
Red shells punctuate mass Viet evacuation 


SAIGON (UPI) — Field reports said 
Communist 
gunners 
hit 
a 
refugee 
convoy in the Central Highlands with 
more than 200 rounds of mortar fire 
today, interrupting a strange truce that 
had prevailed during the government’s 
wholesale evacuation of vast areas of 
South Vietnam. 
The Communists have won control of 
eight South Vietnamese provinces this 
year, seven of them in this week of 
government retreat, and were gravely 
threatening five other provinces. U.S. 
officials were described as gloomy over 
the pullback they said was ordered in 
secret and without consultation with the 
U.S. government. 
The worst military setbacks in three 
decades of war in Vietnam brought a 
flood of more than one million refugees 
who apparently have been moving with 


full compliance of the Communists. 
North Vietnamese tanks turned on 
their headlights early today to aid the 
flight of 300,000 civilians and 25,000 
government 
troops 
from 
the 
old 
imperial capital of Hue, and Viet Cong 
troops in the Central Highlands waved in 
friendly 
fashion 
at 
a 
60-mile-long 
convoy. 
But field reports said Communist 
gunners near Cheo Reo, the capital of 
Phu Bon province, opened mortar fire 
onto the highlands convoy, breaking it 
into three segments and forcing some of 
the thousands of refugees to abandon the 
road and take to the hills. There was no 
word on casualties. Viet Cong flags were 
raised later over Cheo Reo, 240 miles 
northeast of Saigon, as the populace 
fled. 
Military and diplomatic sources in 


Washington said the Saigon government 
pullback from the Central Highlands and 
other strategic areas this week has been

Tiny computer may save oceans of gas 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A tiny computer controlling the 
carbureter of an automobile could save up to 40 per cent on 
gasoline consumption, RCA Corp. chairman Robert W. 
Samoff said today. 


In a speech at the Indiana University School of Business, 
Samoff said the major automobile makes already are 
testing the new RCA device called a microprocessor. He 
said, if adopted, it could soon result in savings to the nation 
of 500 million gallons of gasoline a year at a cost of less than 
$100 per car for the installation. 
Cadillac, the Swedish Saab and the German Volkswagen 
companies have experimented with tiny computers to 
control the fuel feed in cars in the past with indifferent 
success. 
Sarnoff said the RCA device is a tiny computer containing 
6,000 transistors and other electronic elements in a chip only 
one-quarter inch square. The installation includes various 


linkage mechanism. It controls the How ui gasoline for 
starting and driving, keeps the mixture at the optimum level 
and causes the automatic gear shift to change gears at the 
precise moment for optimum fuel economy. 
The gear shift timing feature, which could be the main key 
to fuel savings, is not found on the older computerized fuel 
control systems. 
Sarnoff said the tiny computer also could be used to effect 
fuel savings in heating systems and for homes or large 
buildings and probably will have applications in many 
manufacturing processes. 
The 40 per cent gasoline saving achieved with the device 
experimentally so far is for American standard size and 
larger cars. The savings would be less in small cars that 
already give high gasoline mileage, he said. 
Sarnoff said the electronics industry could mass produce 
the microprocessors since all the required technology is 
readily available and in use.

Phuoc Long is 70 miles north of Saigon 
adjacent to Tay Ninh Province, which is 
also threatened from Communist troops 
moving in from neighboring Cambodia.

Senate tentatively OKs 
tax rebate increase 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
tentatively voted today to increase 1974 
tax rebates to a maximum $240 and to 
send a $100 check to every Social 
Security recipient in the country. 
The provisions were part of a $31 
billion substitute tax bill proposed by 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader 
Mike 
Mansfield in an effort to get the Senate 
off dead center on tax cut legislation 
The 
Senate’s 
acceptance 
of 
the 
Mansfield substitute by an 85-11 vote 
made it the pending business before the 
body instead of a similar $29 2 billion 
bill. The substitute still is subject to 
amendment and a final tax bill still may 
be several days away. 
The vote followed the Senate’s earlier 
refusal to limit debate on the $29 2 
billion tax cut bill. The vote was 59-38 — 
one short of the 00 needed under the new 
Senate rule requiring GO votes instead of 
the former two-thirds majority. 
Mansfield surprised the Senate with 
the substitute and no one actually saw it 
in writing before it was overwhelmingly 
approved.

amendment said the $100 would go to 
“ the elderly who are not employed.” It 
was unclear immediately whether this 
would be limited to Social Security 
recipients. 
The Mansfield substitute would wipe

The Mansfield bill is the same as the 
Senate Finance Committee bill except 
for the Social Security provision and: 
—Rebates of 1974 taxes would be 
increased from a 10 per cent, $200 
maximum to 12 per cent with a $240 
maximum and a $120 minimum if at 
least that much tax was paid 


—A 5 per cent credit on purchase of 
homes would go to new homes only, to a 
maximum of $2,000 
—A special $1 billion tax break for 
failing companies such as Chrysler was 
dropped 
Presidential 
Press Secretary 
Ron 
Nessen today chided the Senate for not 
acting faster on the tax cut bill. 
“The President feels it is strange that 
senators who are about to go off on 
vacation ... have not taken a vote on the 
tax cut,” he said. “The Congress seems 
to be playing to the gallery.” 
In three days of debate, the Senate has 
failed to deal with the tax cut portion of 
the bill Most debate has centered on the 
oil depletion allowance and foreign oil 
taxes. 
A second effort to invoke the Senate's 
debate-limiting 
cloture 
rule 
was 
scheduled for Friday. 
If cloture is invoked Friday, senators 
will be limited to one hour of debate 
each and no amendments will be allowed 
on matters other than taxes. 
The Senate originally was scheduled 
to begin its Easter recess Friday, but 
that date has been postponed until 
sometime next week. Senate Democrats 
have said they would remain in session 
until the bill is completed 
If the second cloture vote fails, 
liberals have said they would drop their 
push for drastic cuts in the oil depletion 
allowance.

Litterick said The CIA is operating just 
like the Russian secret service, the 
KGB If they had their way they would 
have our entire population documented 
and fingerprinted for any future use 
Several of the Labor party MPs who 
signed the motion demanding expulsion 
of the 10 have repeatedly alleged a CIA 
presence in Britain under diplomatic 
cover. 
They have asked Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson to inform Washington 
that British authorities have evidence 
linking the 10 to the CIA

forthwith, each must be regarded as a 
persona non grata and withdrawn from 
Britain 
immediately,”

Litterick said there are 100 CIA men 
at the embassy He said the motion was 
“to alert the British people to another

The motion charged the CIA with 


“interference in the internal affairs of

Iran, 
Guyana, Chile and other countries.” 
Wilson said Tuesday he would open an 
investigation if there were proof CIA 
agents operate in Britain under the guise

A U S. Embassy spokesman refused to 
discuss the allegations, but John Reed, 
one of the 10 diplomats named, said 
“ I’m afraid I really can’t confirm or 
deny that ” 
Reed said he was a diplomat, adding 
“ 1 deal with political-military business 
of our embassy I deal with the Foreign 
Office and the defense industry. 
Britain’s diplomatic list describes 
Reed as “attache tpolitical-military),’’

A lengthy agricultural study 
of the Santa Ynez Valley — 
designed to save crop-growing 
and other 
farmlands from 
being 
subdivided 
into 
homesites — may have been 
undermined by the Board of 
Supervisors 
this 
week 
in 
approving a lot split of a 20- 
acre agricultural parcel in the 
Ballard area 
This was the feeling in some 
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official county circles Tuesday 
in the wake of the 4-1 decision 
on the board in the case in 
which John and Alice Elliott 
won a three-way split of their 
agriculturally zoned property 
adjacent to the Ballard town 
area. 
But also subject of talk in 
county 
government 
circles 
Tuesday was the board’s action 
which 
seemed 
clearly 
to 
contradict a policy decision 
taken Feb. 18 which supported 
a requested slowdown on lot 
splits on agricultural lands in 
the valley until the study and 
rezoning proposals were acted 
on by the board 
The requested downzonmg of 
many agricultural parcels — as 
recommended by the Santa 
Ynez Valley 
General Plan 
Advisory 
Committee 
which 
formulated the study — was not 
expected to go before the 
supervisors until possibly mid­ 
summer. 
On Feb. 18 the supervisors 
approved a policy declaration 
by a 3-2 vote in support of the 
advisory 
committee. 
The 
policy statement was to the 
effect the county deny, or 
continue with the assent of the 
applicant, any agricultural lot 
split proposal which varied 
from recommendations of the

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Hughes and the U.S.A.: a long, bizarre linkup 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The bizarre relationship between 
Howard Hughes and the U.S. government includes lengthy ties 
with the CIA, a still mysterious role in the Watergate scandal, and 
a desire to make a $1 million payoff to the President of the United 
States. 
Hughes' contract with the CIA to recover a sunken Russian 
submarine is just another chapter in a story that is as mysterious 
as the reclusive billionaire himself 
Several biographies and magazine articles have reported that 
Hughes' Summa Corp., which contracted to raise the Russian sub, 
and Summa's predecessor, the Hughes Tool Co . was for years a 
CIA front in Latin America. Hughes had a contract with a 
Washington public relations firm that fronted for CIA activities in 
Europe. 
Hughes Aircraft also does top secret work developing and 


building satellites for the CIA's spy program, according to 
Summa sources. 
Last year, Hughes was the nation's eighth largest defense 
contractor —1825 million Most of it went to Hughes Aircraft, 
largely for helicopters. 
For years the Hughes empire has had close links with the 
government, Hughes' defense work and attempts to drive the 
Mafia from gambling operations he bought in Las Vegas earned 
him the title of "super patriot" from such high government 
officials as J. Edgar Hoover, the late FBI director. 
A high intelligence source, in discussing the submarine salvage 
mission, stressed that Hughes and his organization had acted with 
"patriotism " in cooperating on the super-secret deal 
But in recent years a number of lawsuits that followed a falling 
out among top Hughes aides contained evidence that the 


billionaire tried to use his contacts in government for his own 
benefit. 
Much of this is included in sworn court statements, and in a 
series of memos handwritten by Hughes and made public by his 
disenchanted former top aide. Robert Maheu They showed 
—Hughes wanted to make a "$1 million payoff" first to 
President Lyndon Johnson and later to President Richard Nixon 
to get the government to stop nuclear testing in Nevada, which he 
felt was a threat to his gambling empire 
—In another memo, Hughes discussed grooming then Gov Paul 
Laxault, R-Nev , for president, so "we can have our own 
president." Laxault. now a U S senator, was influential in helping 
Hughes get his gambling licenses in Nevada, but quickly became 
disillusioned with Hughes 
—Hughes made a payment of $100.000 to Nixon's closest friend.

According to the indictment, 
the price fixing began around 
July, 1970 and continued at 
least until 1971. 
Named in the indictment 
along with the Oklahoma-based 
Phillips were: Douglas Oil Co., 
Costa Mesa, Calif.; Powerine 
Oil Co, Santa Fe Springs, 
Calif.; Fletcher Oil and Refin­ 
ing Co., Wilmington, Calif.; 
Golden Eagle Refining Co., 
Inc., Los Angeles; and MacMil­ 
lan Ring-Free Oil Co., Inc., 
New York. 
Approximately 800 million 
gallons of rebrand oil was sold 
in California, Oregon, Washing­ 
ton, Nevada and Arizona by 
these companies for a whole­ 
sale value of more than $90 
million, the indictment stated.

were artificially raised. 
Phillips allegedly sold about

Food prices in small gain 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The prices consumers pay for goods 
and services rose 0 6 per cent last month —the same increase as 
January —but food prices registered their smallest gain in seven 
months, the government reported today. 
The Labor Department’s monthly Consumer Price Index 
showed that although food prices increased at a slower rate other 
goods increased more rapidly than in January. 
The CPI stood at 157.2 in February, 11.1 per cent higher than a 
year ago. 
The figure means that a selection of goods and services that cost 
$100 in 1967 cost $157.20 in February. Put another way, the 
purchasing power of the consumer dollar was worth 63 cents 
compared to 1967. 
The food index increase of 0.1 per cent was the smallest since 
July when the prices for food declined 0.4 per cent. 


The prices for commodities other than food took an upward turn 
in February. The 0.8 per cent rise compared with smaller 
increases in January, 0.6 per cent, and December, 0.4 per cent. 
The CPI increase in February matched the increase in January 
and was the lowest since April 1974, when the increase was 0.5 per 
cent. The index change has been below 1 per cent monthly since 
September when prices surged 1.3 per cent. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics also said that average weekly 
pay after deductions for Social Security and federal income taxes 
dropped 0.5 per cent from January for a m arried worker with 
three dependents. 
Real spendable earnings — income after taxes —and Social 
Security deductions were down 5 per cent from a year ago, the 
government said.

New Thailand chief 
to cut U.S. presence 


BANGKOK (UPI) — Parliament has approved the government 
of Prime Minister Kukrit Pramoj, ending two months of chaotic 
politicking that followed Thailand’s first free election in 28 years. 
Kukrit, 62, said today he will ask the United States to stop its 
shipment of arms and ammunition to Cambodia from American 
bases in Thailand. 
“Humanitarian aid from here will go on, but not the military 
aid,” he said. 
Ilie vote of confidence passed by a bare margin of seven votes 
Wednesday after the actor-tumed-politician promised to get all 
U.S. troops out of Thailand within 12 months 
Kukrit, who played an Asian prime minister in “The Ugly 
American,” won the endorsement of a left-wing, six-party 
coalition with his promise. 
His government was the second considered by the national 
assembly since the January elections, when 22 parties won seats 
in the legislature 
Three weeks ago, Kukrit’s older brother, Seni, 69. failed to win 
the constitutionally required vote of confidence after forming his 
own coalition Seni had promised to get all 25,000 American troops 
out in 18 months. 
As leader of the Social Action party, the new prime minister 
controls only 18 seats in the assembly. Seni, leader of the 72-seat 
Democrat party, voted against his brother. Relations between the 
two have been cool for years. 
The January elections were held 16 months after a bloody 
student revolt threw out the military men who ruled Thailand 
since the Japanese occupation ended after World War II. The last 
previous free election was held in 1946 
Kukrit’s deputy prime minister, Pramam Adireksarn, told 
newsmen after the vote, “From now on, we won’t allow Thailand 
to be used as a center for the shipment of arms. ” 
At the height of U.S. fighting in Indochina there were 48,000 
American troops in Thailand, mostly concerned with bombing 
raids over in Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos. 
The remaining Americans provide back-up support for the 
Cambodian airlift, piloted by U.S. civilians. There has been 
considerable agitation by Thai students and leftists to send the 
troops home.

Put cheddar cheese, pecans and garlic 
through grinder. Allow to soften, then 
blend with cream cheese Form into one 
large roll or several small rolls. Roll in 
paprika. Refrigerate overnight. Slice 
and serve on crackers. For sharper 
flavor, add bleu cheese. 


The recipe of Laura Stearns is that for 
cheese puffs. 


1 cup flour 
Vi tsp salt 
Vi cup butter 
1 <3oz.) pkg cream cheese

Remove crust from bread 
and cut in !4k inch squares Frost with 
cheese mixture Place on cookie sheet 
and bake at 400 degrees for 10-12 
minutes. May be made ahead and 
refrigerated 
or frozen until ready to 
bake 


Two further recipes of Laura Stearns 
are cocktail ham biscuits and pecan 
canapes 
2-3 cup flour 
6 tbsp grated cheese 
Mi tsp salt 
2 tbsp butter 
2-3 tbsp milk

Vada Pinson owns 'em 
Baseball's shiniest shoes

FORT MYERS, Fla. (UPI) — Next time you see Vada 
Pinson play, notice his shoes. 
They’re the most highly polished pair in the big leagues, 
and have been ever since he first came up 17 years ago. 
Normally, no ballplayer pays the kind of attention to the 
shine on his baseball shoes that Vada Pinson does. But in his 
case it goes deeper than that. The veteran outfielder for the 
Kansas City Royals is equally meticulous about his uniform, 
his street clothes, his life style. 
Vada Pmson is neat as a pin in every possible respect. 
He’s the best-dressed player in baseball. Not in the flashy 
sense either Basically, all this goes back to the way he 
shines his shoes. 
A few weeks ago, Don Newcombe, engaged in community 
relations work for the Dodgers now, and Jack McKeon, the 
Royals’ manager, were in Burlington, N.C., to do a public 
service program together. They began talking about 
ballplayers in general, and Vada Pinson in particular. 
“Hey, tell me something,” Newcombe asked McKeon, 
laughing and remembering when he and Pinson played with 
the Reds centuries ago. “Does Pinson still shine his shoes 
like he used to? He always spit-shined his shoes and got 'em 
really sparkling.” 
McKeon had to laugh, too. 
“He hasn’t changed a bit,” answered the КС manager. 
“His shoes are still highly polished. I don’t know of any 
better-dressed ballplayer in the game. ” 
Vada Pinson’s explanation for the extraordinary care he 


gives his shoes is perfectly simple, and also provides the 
reason why he is going all out to collect 3,000 hits before he 
finishes 
“Pride,” says the Royals’ 36-year-old left-handed hitter, 
beginning his 18th season with 2,686 hits. “I look at it this 
way —if you’ve got any pride at all in what you’re doing, 
whether it’s shining your shoes or hitting a baseball, you 
certainly strive to do the best you possibly can. 
“I was never a shoe shine boy when I was growing up, but 
I remember being in Traffic Control School for little kids in 
Oakland, and if you didn’t have your shoes shined, the lady- 
in-charge always told us something bad would happen to us. I 
believed her and began shining my street shoes as hard as 1 
could. 
“When I first came up with the Reds, I noticed Leo 
Cardenas also was very particular about the way he shined 
his shoes. So I saw I wasn’t alone. I carry my shoe polish 
along with me now. Guys ask me ‘Will you lend me your 
polish9’ I always do. A man can wear the nicest clothes in 
the world, but if his shoes are dirty and grimy, I ask you, 
how does it look? 
“Ordinarily, the clubhouse boy shines our shoes. I’m not 
the only one who does his own shoes on this club, though. 
Fred Patek and Amos Otis do also. 
“Sometimes people say to me ‘Don’t you trust the 
clubhouse boy?’ It’s not that. My shoes are part of my tools. 
I should be the one to take care of them. You know what 
happens when the clubhouse boy shines my shoes? I go over 
’em and do it again.”

Pro grid rules 
undergo changes 


HONOLULU (UPI) - NFL 
club owners, trying to get more 
touchdowns and fewer field 
goals, have ditched the 50-year- 
old rule requiring that an 
incomplete pass into the end 
zone on fourth down moves the 
ball back to the 20-yard line. 
Under one of eight new rules 
changes 
announced 
Wednesday, the ball will be 
returned 
to 
the 
line 
of 
scrimmage. 
Under 
the old 
rule, 
an 
incomplete pass in the end zone 
on fourth down from inside the 
20-yard 
line 
was 
ruled 
a 
touchback and went over to the 
defense at the 20. Now it will go 
over to the defense at the line 
of scrimmage. 
The owners, however, voted 
down a proposal that would 
have made a pass reception 
legal if the receiver had at 
least one foot in bounds, as in 
college play. NFL rules require 
the receiver to complete the 
catch with both feet in. 
The club owners outlawed as 
“ unsportsmanlike” 
the new 
practice of 
confusing play 
strategy by sending extra men 


into defensive huddles. Min­ 
nesota, Kansas City and Oak­ 
land tried it late in the 1974 
season. 


Responding to a request from 
Baltimore for a clarification, 
the owners decided any delay 
which results from extra men 
on the field will subject the 
team to a 15-yard penalty. 


Another aid to offensive play 
came in a rule change which 
applies to those rare instances 
when a penalty is called behind 
the line of scrimmage because 
of 
defensive 
holding. 
The 
penalty now will be marked off 
from the line of scrimmage 
instead of from the spot of the 
foul. 


Other changes made Wednes­ 
day: 


—When two fouls are called 
on a play and one involves the 
disqualification of a player, the 
disqualification foul will wash 
out the other penalty. 


—Chain crews must now be 
uniformly attired and ball boys 
uniformly identified.

As outstanding a hitter as Williams was, he wasn’t able to 
amass 3,000 hits. Best he could do was 2,654 although he 
would’ve been a cinch to make 3,000 had he not served with 
the Marines two different times during his career. 
Pinson wants those 3,000 hits very much. 
“ I need exactly 314 more,” he said, showing he’s counting. 
" I ’m gonna get ’em somewhere, somehow. The way 1 figure 
it could take me three years. That means I have to take care 
of myself physically.” 
Only 12 other players in major league history have 
collected 3,000 hits and every one of them is enshrined in 
Baseball’s Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y. 
Conceivably, Pinson could wind up with 3,000 hits and still 
miss being elected because while he has performed well 
enough during his career, he has never been a superstar. 
" I realize my getting 3,000 hits doesn’t necessarily mean 
rU make the Hall of Fame, he says, “ but it will mean I ’ve 
reached a plateau that not many others have. Think of it: 
Only 12 others have done it. Frank Robinson (with 2,723) 
will be number thirteen and I hope to be number fourteen.” 
All of which merely goes to show what happens to 
industrious little kids when they bear down shining their 
shoes.

circumstances in the economy shifted

This is just nonsense. It is particularly 
discouraging because if any president 
ever was made a fool of by the group of 
pundits around him it is Mr Ford. They 
are bemired in tepid orthodoxy. For 
contrast, TIME magazine has a stable of 
economists that it consults periodically, 
and it presented their findings in its pre­ 


dated issue of Oct. 21 not long after the 
president addressed the joint session, 
Oct 8 


“All but one of the nine board 
members agreed without doubt that the 
nation is in a recession,” TIME said, 
“with little hope for recovery before 
late 
next 
y ear” 
(Hold-out 
Beryl 
Sprinkel of Harris Trust L Savings 
Bank, Chicago, thought the recession 
hadn't quite arrived but would come in 
1975.) They wanted strong counter 
action. 


It is dangerous when a president is 
insulated from reality, or seems to be, 
for it casts doubt on his judgment all 
down the line Mr. Ford is open, well- 
meaning and tries hard The nation loses 
when he looks silly. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon is 
close to Mr. Ford 
Simon declared, 
October 24, that inflation, not recession, 
was the economic threat and that 
stimulants “would intensify rather than 
solve our problems.” The proposed $15 


billion 
surtax, 
he 
said, 
was 
“the 
supreme test of our will to fight 
inflation.” Mr. Ford, of course, has long 
since abandoned his surtax and wants a 
$16 billion tax cut. Mr. Simon is still 
around; still giving advice. 
What with the president’s constant 
attacks on Congress, and his own 
diminished prestige, the danger is that it 
will say, “To hell with it,” and really 
start to cut taxes. As a matter of fact, 
Leon Keyserling, who headed Truman’s 
Council of Economic Advisers with 
co n sid erab le 
su cc ess, 
1949-53, 
recommends Federal stimulus of about 
$40 billion. Hubert Humphrey last week 
proposed $30 billion. Such sums are 
large; one gropes for parallels. In 1964, 
with unemployment at 5.2 per cent 
Congress passed a tax cut that was 2 per 
cent of that year's gross national 
product. With unemployment at 8.2 per 
cent and output enormously expanded 
today ($1.5 trillion) the Humphrey tax 
cut would be only 2.1 per cent of total US 
production, about the 1964 ratio.

Growth of tenure 


The decade ending this year marked 
the coming of age of Lompoc Unified 
School District in many respects. In 1965 
the district was beginning to adjust to a 
slowing growth pattern that had begun a 
couple of years earlier. 
School population didn't peak until a 
few years later but the major structure 
of Lompoc Valley was in place . Mission 
Hills was built and Vandenberg Village 
was established. 
Internally the school district was to 
undergo some major changes in the 
decade 
One of the more interesting was 
contained in the annual report on tenure. 
Tenure is the system that provides job 
security for teachers short of moral 
turpitude 
or 
incompetence 
obvious 
academ ic 


A teacher attains 
tenure when he or she 
c o m p le te s 
th r e e 
consecutive years of 
teaching with a “clear 
credential.” 
Employes who teach 
under a provisional 
credential 
are 
not 
eligib le 
to 
start 
accumulating 
credit 
for tenure until they 
o b ta in 
a 
c le a r 
credential, according 
to the report. 
In the 1965-66 fiscal year, 29.96 per 
cent 
or 
182 of 
the district’s 607 
certificated staff, had tenure. Today 
84.00 per cent or 476 of the district’s 566 
certificated staff have the coveted 
standing. It was not immediately clear 
how many more of the district’s 1975-76 
staff of 556 certificated personnel would 
gain tenure by the start of the school 
year in September. 
One observer says the increase of the 
tenured staff, percentagewise reflects a 
more stable work force, as the years 
went by in the decade. There are some 
other observations. One veteran teacher 
says teachers are more inclined now to 
stay on in the district than previously 
because they are less adventurous. 
They’re not as young as they once were, 
is the way he put it. It must be 
remembered that a teacher has to begin 
all over again if he or she moves to 
another district. 
The 
increase 
in 
the 
number of 
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teachers on tenure has been slow, but it 
has been steady. In 1965-66, 182 teachers 
were on tenure. A year later the figure 
was 224; and thereafter as the years 
passed, 274, 313, 349, 387 , 406, 425 , 465 
and this year 476. 
Although there were no recent figures 
immediately available at the time of 
this writing, it is also known that the 
population as a whole has become more 
stable. More and more youngsters are 
beginning 
and 
com pleting 
their 
education through high school here. 
So it goes. A decade ago and less it 
was not uncommon for the district to 
have more than 100 new teachers. In the 
last year or two the list of new teachers 
has fallen off to a mere trickle to 
parallel a decline in enrollment. The 
teacher force reportedly is 10 teachers 
down for the 1975-76 year from the

current year, but it was not immediately 
clear how many are new. 
The annual luncheon for new teachers 
has changed in character from a social 
adventure in meeting people from all 
over, to a once-a-year chance to renew 
old acquaintances. 


The city’s dip into the heady world of

Gasoline saving plan 


While 
news 
of 
price 
increases, 
employment 
layoffs 
and 
business 
failures 
distract 
public 
attention, 
government officials continue to busy 
themselves with plans to cope with the 
energy shortages. 
From the stories which get the most 
attention it would appear that much 
depends upon the amount of energy 
consumed by the American motorist. 
President 
Ford 
advocates 
a 
stiff 
increase in gasoline taxes to reduce fuel 
consumption while the Congress talks of 
gas rationing or allocations by states 
and usages. 
Throughout it all the impression is 
given that the automobile is the villain 
and if the public doesn’t voluntarily 
reduce consumption drastic measures 
will be forthcoming. 
What must bother the public is the 
apparent willingness of the government 
to put the burden on its back while 
continuing to merrily conduct its own 
operations as usual. 
In a nation so affluent that its 
Congress can continue to expend billions 
in foreign aid it is, for many, a bitter pill 
to be told they must bite the bullet. 
Much of the foreign aid is intended, as in 
Vietnam and Cambodia, for military 
support which necessarily includes the 
use of fuel for bombing missions. 
To 
what 
extent 
government 
is 
practicing what it preaches in fuel 
conservation remains unknown. What is 
known is the official Washington still 
has its chauffeured limousines and the 
President himself has become quite a 
world traveler. 
Be that as it may, the thought occurs 
that California’s officials could set some 
kind of an example for the rest of the 
states 
and 
the 
nation 
if 
gasoline 
conservation is all that important. 
There are somewhere near a quarter 
of a million vehicles being operated by 
various levels of government within 
California. While this only represents 
about two per cent of the total vehicles 
registered in the state it still represents 
a substantial percentage of the gasoline 
users. 
For, of the 11 million registered 


vehicles many must be placed in the 
category of low mileage users. The two 
and three car families obviously aren’t 
normally driving all three at once. Then 
there is the Sunday driver and the 
vehicles 
designed 
primarily 
for 
vacations or hunting outings. 
So that probably only about half of the 
total cars registered in California are 
used regularly and many of those are 
basically for transport to and from 
work. 
The state government owns nearly 
20,000 passenger cars and the gallonage 
consumed by all state vehicles is about 
35 million a year. Combining state usage 
with that of local governments accounts 
for a substantial part of the total 14 
billion gallons consumed annually in 
California. 
What then would be the result of a fuel 
saving 
program 
which garaged all 
publicly 
owned 
passenger 
cars, 
excepting emergency vehicles, for one 
out 
of 
the 
five 
working 
days? 
Theoretically, it should save 20 per cent 
of the fuel now consumed by public 
agencies. Most public employes have 
sufficient paper work so that being desk 
bound a day a week would have no effect 
on the overall performance of duties. 


It might be something for the state’s 
new 
energy 
commission 
to 
study. 
Probably though, it will find that there 
would be too many hours of work lost 
because the employes would have no 
way to get to work on the days their 
public owned vehicles were grounded. 
Unfortunately for the taxpayer, too 
many publicly owned cars are used 
principally for the personal convenience 
of the officials, mainly to travel to and 
from work.

Times that jade men's souls 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Since the 
middle of the last decade, when plans 
for the celebration began, there has 
been nothing so journalistically dull as 
the story of America’s Bicentennial 
commemoration 
This may be changing, 
however. 
There 
are 
indications 
now 
that 
Bicentennial 
preparation 
may 
be 
provoking what could be one of the great 
debates in U.S. history — many in the 
nation are choosing sides to argue who 
we are, where we came from and where 
we should go from here. 


To date, the dia­ 
logue is forming along 
and in response to po- 
litic a l 
id eologies. 
Media commentators 
are 
in crea sin g ly 
taking shots at a rad­ 
ical commemorative 
group 
called 
the 
Peoples’ Bicentennial 
Commission. 
Peoples, 
formed 
as 
the 
anti­ 
establishment alternative to the official 
U.S. 
Bicentennial 
Commission, 
has 
ruffled tempers by advocating the 
celebration of a Revolution with a 
capital 
“R,” 
and 
that 
means 
a 
rededication to the founders’ proposals 
to bust up aristocratic economic power 
and trim abusive government down to 
size. Some dissenters scoff that the 
founders had no such intentions at all. 
Who is right? That’s what a grand 
debate 
might 
setUe. 
Says Jeremy 
Rifkin, director of the PBC: “There are 
two theories about the revolution. One, 
held by many conservatives, and many 


far left Marxists as well, is that the 
revolution didn’t happen — it was 
merely a transfer of power from one 
establishment to another. 
“The second theory, which is Peoples’ 
theory, is that it was an unprecedented 
revolution, 
the 
first 
in history 
to 
recognize the inalienable, self-evident 
rights of man. I see this whole issue 
coming to a head in America in the next 
six months. 1 hope every school, church 
and home in the country argues it. We 
have to decide again what we really 
stand for.” 
Rifkin and the PBC have already 
decided, flatly. And despite yelps that 
their view is too militant, they seem to 
have gotten closer to “first principles” 
than any group since those which 
established 
first principles. 
Indeed, 
PBC’s research is often uncomfortably 
hardnosed; 
the 
founders 
opposed 
standing militias (America has 2.2 
million men under arms), opposed 
inherited wealth (Nelson Rockefeller is 
vice president), and opposed centralized 
government (federal bureaucrats spend 
nearly one-fourth of the gross national 
product). 
Man is the only animal which devours 
its own, said Tom Jefferson, and “I can 
apply to milder term... to the general 
prey of the rich on the poor.” 
There are millions who would question 
these thoughts. A poll in Miami several 
years ago determined that only 1 in 50 
people would sign the Declaration of 
Independence. One woman refused by 
explaining: “This is the work of a 
raver.” Not at all. It is the work of 


Jefferson and what he wrote, when you 
read it closely, was that governments 
are instituted by people to assure the 
rights of people, 
“and whenever... 
government becomes destructive of 
these ends, it is the right of the people to 
alter or abolish it.” Not just in 1776, but 
1976. No doubt few care to contemplate 
this prospect in modern, interdependent 
America. 
The PBC, however, has contemplated 
it and believes government has become 
destructive of first principle ends. No 
one suggests an overthrow but certainly 
a continued revolution Government has 
allowed 
wealth 
and 
power 
to 
concentrate, 
says 
Rifkin, 
it 
has 
encouraged 
the 
entrenchment 
of 
reactionary forces, it has misused its 
own 
trust 
to 
the 
degree 
that 
constituencies are resigned to the deceit 
and corruption of their leaders. A great 
debate, he adds, is a good step to 
reordering right. 
This does not mean, of course, that 
standing militias should have to go, 
though some may think so. Times have 
changed, and needs also. Taking the 
founders entirely at their speech is 
seldom wise. They were merely men, 
fallible, and Jefferson, who wrote of 
equality, kept slaves. What it does 
mean, 
however, 
if 
we 
debate 
it 
thoroughly, is that we must as a people 
decide whether Tom Paine was right 
when he wrote that the course of 
America is “not the concern of a day, a 
year, of an age,” or whether we just 
don’t really care anymore about the 
cause at all.
